THE CONVENTION. 


PROCEEDINGS. 


The Convention was called to order at 
9:45 a.m., President Anderson in the 
Chair, and was opened by prayer from the 
ev. Mr. J. D. Witherspoon, of the Second 
Presbyterian Church. The attendance 
was about the same as on the first day, the 
galleries being as crowded as the floor. 
The attendancg of ladies was much larger 
than on any previous day. neo 
The Chair announced that the first busi 
ness in order was the reading of the niun- 
utes. 
Judge Williams, of Kentucky, arose 
and said the first business in order was. 
the correcttion, by the Chairman of each: 
committee, of the’ errors and mistakes in 
the minutes. Iie then, before anything 
could be said, commenced to read off from 
a newspaper certain typographical errors, 
and wanted them corrected. 

The Chair informed him that the at te 

mode of proceedure would be to read the 
minutes, and then if there were any errors 
thev could be corrected as the re f pro- 
ceeded, ‘he Chair also explained to the 
honorable gentleman from Kentucky the 
difference between the minutes of a Con- 
vention and a newspaper report-—some- 
thing that the gentleman did not seem to 
think about. 
Gentleman from South Carolina said the 
best plan svould be for each Chairman to 
send up corrections to the Secretary and 
let him make them. This was received 
with 

The Chair stated that the minutes were 
very lengthy. .It was a bad pen as a 

eneral thing, to do away with the read- 
ing of minutes, but in the present in- 
stance he thought it best to do so. 

Gentleman from said that 
the reports of the meetings in the ga- 
zettes were generally very correct, and 
he would move to dispense with the read- 
ing of the minutes, Seconded. 

The Chair then put the question to the 
Convention and it was carried. * The read- 
ing of the minutes was therefore dis- 
pensed with. 

The first regular business announced by 
the Chair was the completion of the com- 
mittee of three members from each State 
on the time and place to which the present 
Convention adjourn from this city. Some 
names had already been furnished, and 
the Chair requested the balance of the 
State delegations to fnrnish the names of 
those whom they wished to put upon that 
committee. 

After some little discussion the roll of 
States was called, and those who had not 
already sent in their nominations sent 
them up to the stand in writing. 

As Kentucky was called, Judge Wil- 
liams arose and said that Kentneky had 
sent up her nominations, but while he 
was up he had a resolution which he 
wished to offer: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Ten- 
nessee River be directed to prepare and 
present a memorial to Congress for thg re- 
moval of obstructions from said river, and 
for the erection of a’canal around the 
shoals. 

Referred to the Committee on Tennessee 
River. 

After ealling of the roll of States, the 
Reading Clerk read a communication from 
Col. M. J. Wicks, addressed to Col. John 
and extending the time fer 
which return free passes to delegates and 
guests over the Charleston Railroad were 

ood, from Sunday, 23d, until the Ist of 

une. The announcement was received 
with cheers. | 

The Secretary then read acommunication 
from Col. Donovan, stating that arrange- 
ments for the steamboat excursion had 
been made, and the excursion set for this 
(Friday) evening at three o’clock. The 
programme and arrangements will be 
found elsewhere. The fleet of steamers 
chartered for the oceasion will be under 
the command of Commodore. Flem Cal- 
vert, and will consist of the Marble City, 
Liberty No, 2, R. Burns, Legal Tender 
and Mollie Hambleton. Their comman- 
ders are given in the programme, printed 
elsewhere. Each boat will be furnished 
with a fine band of masi¢, and floor man- 
agers, masters of ceremonies, etc. The 
Secretary stated that he was authorized to 
extend the inyitation to all delegates and 
their families, and to. say to all. the 
young men to take a female member 
from somebody else’s family and take her 
along with him. © 
’ Gentleman from Virginia moved that 
the thanks of the Convention be tendered 
the Memphis and Charleston Railroad for 
the extension of time. Adopted, 

On motion the invitation of Col. Dono- 
van tothe steamboat excursion, was ac- 
cepted, 

Gen. Bussey, of Louisiana, stated that 
he desired to answer a question that 
had been propounded to him very fre- 
quently since the acceptance of the invi- 
tation tothe New Orleans Convention, as 
to the transportation of the delegates. 
He learned on inquiry that the two roads 
this side of Grenada had agreed to trans- 

ort delegates and invited guests free- 

Te had that morning telegraphed this 
fact to Gen. Beduregard, and asked similar 
action on his part, as President of the 
New Orleans, Jackson and Great North- 
ern railroad, His answer would probably 
he telegraphed to the Chairman of this 
Convention to-day, and he had no doubt 
that Gen. Beauregard would also extend 
the same courtesies, as the Mississippi and 
Tennessee and the Mississippi Central 
roads had done. Arrangements had al- 
ready been made for them to return free, 
and ir the answer was favorable, delegates 
could thus go and return free, The an- 
nowncement was received with applause. 

Gentleman from Tennessee got the floor, 
and said that this was a Conventiion rep- 
resenting all the interests of the Southern 
States, therefore, in the name of the peo- 
-ple of the South, it extends a hearty wel- 
come to all bona fide immigrants, and 
will give to all who come among us 
for the purpose of settling, a guarantee of 
safety of life, limb and property.  KRe-

Gen, Featherston, of Mississippi, asked

The Chair stated that it was, but that it 
would put off the naming of that Commit- 
tee on Time and Place to which this Con- 
vention is to adjourn, and he thought that 
this (in the light of untinished business) 
should take the precedence and be finished. 

The General said there were several 
standing committees ready to report and 
anxious to do so. 

The Chair stated the other business was 
progressing, and it was best to proceed 
With it. 

Hastie, of South Carolina, had a pream- 
ble and resolution which he wished to in- 
troduce and have read, but the reading 
was dispensed with, and referred to the 
appropriate committee. 

Beaumont, of Tenn., offered a resolu- 
tion, that a Standing Committee on Busi- 
ness be appointed, they to select a Chair- 
man and Vice Chairman; that the special 
duty of the Committee shall be to obtain 
information by correspondence or other- 
wise, on the subjects committed to them 
through the press and other channels; and 
that said Committee shall mect as often as 
convenient, and report at the next Com- 
mercial Convention 

The vyenerable Gen. Dutf. 
Georgia, arose and spoke at some length 
on the resolution, but from the low tone 
of voice in which he spoke, and the noise 
that was kept up by the delegates and 
others, it was im 
what he said. He conceived this to be 
one of the most important motions vet 
put to the Convention, What was wanted 
is concert of action, and whatever was 
done should be done in such a manner 
that that could be attained. In order to 
do this he moved to organize a single com- 
mittee on business to whom all questions 
relative to business details should be rec- 
ferred. 

A gentleman from Missouri said he 
thought a division of labors would 
be better, as there were so many matters 
to be attended to. 

Col. Beaumont, meanwhile, withdrew 
his motion for a suspension of the rules, 
and his motion was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Time and Place, ete. ; 

Mr. Alcorn, of Mississippi, desired to 
send up a report from the Committee on 
Mississippi River Levees. 

A gentleman from Kentucky rose toa 
point of order, and said the levee report 
was out of order. 

Mr. Alcorn said it was entirely in order, 
as the Convention had made no rules gov- 
verning the order of reports. 

The gentleman .from. Kentucky said 
if such was the case, he would move 
that the rules governing the Congress of 
the United States be adopted as the orde 
of ruling of this Convention.

Reports of standing committees were 
then called for, and the report on Pacific 
Railroad sent up and put in the hands of 
the Secretary, when | 

Mr. Hastie, of South Carolina, arose and 
said in a very rapid and vehement manner 
that he hoped the reading of that or any 
report would be postponed until after the 
morning hour. If he had been rightly in- 
formed by his colleagaes—he had been too 
ill to attend their session until to-day, but 
if he understood rightly, the Convention 
had on the preceeding day adopted a rul- 
ing that no resolutions were to be offered 
after the morning hour to-day, (yester- 
day). If such is the case, and the reading 
of.reports was allowed, it virtually ex- 
cluded the offering of resolutions. He 
hoped therefore that the reports would be 
postponed until 12 o’clock. 

A gentleman from Georgia said that the 
gentleman from South Carolinahad made a 
goodpoint. The Conyention had adopted a 
resolution declaring that after this morn- 
ing session, by implication that no resolu- 
tion should be allowed. He did not care 
about discussing the matter, but there 
were enough reports to be read to employ 
the Secretary until one o’clock, We 
should not back on our pledge. The 

entleman from South Carolina ought to 

e allowed to present his resolutions. He 

thought the best way would be to have a 
call of States, and let each one present its 
resolutions when its name was called, and 
be done with it. 

A gentleman from the committee just 
appointed, asked leave for the committee 
to withdraw to the court room to organize, 

Judge Byrd, of Alabama, (7?) said he 
‘hoped the committee would not be al- 
lowed to withdraw, as it numbered fifty 
members, and that matters of importance 
were coming up for deliberation, and these 
gentlemen should bein council. 

Gentleman from Kentucky said the reg- 
ulations gave up the morning hour to the 
introduction of resolutions, and the com- 
mittee had no right to withdraw. It is 
important for them to remain and partici- 
pate in the deliberations. 

The gentlemon who made the motion 
said he did not intend it to be obligatory, 
but to obtain leave so that they could re- 
tire if they wished, or when the morning 
hour expired, 

A gentleman rose toa point of order 
and said that this discussion was out of 
order; at which the gentleman making 
the request said that he withdrew his mo- 
tion for permission. 

Hastie, of South Carolina, arose and 
said he did not intend to make a speech to 
the Convention, though speech-making 
was his trade, but that he had a fetter 
from a very distinguished gentleman from 
his State--—Gen. Wagner—on immigration, 
which he wished to have referred to the 
Committee on Immigrrtion and printed 
withits report. Referred. 

Gentleman from Virginia said that he 
-also had a communication from a very 


distinguished gentleman from his State, 
which he wished to submit and have 
printed. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Iin- 
migration at that point notitied the com- 
mittee to meet at 11 o’clock. 

Goy. Patton, of Alabama, said he had 
a resolution which he wished to offer and 
read. 

A gentleman from Georgia moved that 
the roll of States be called, so that each 
State a | present its resolutionsin proper 
order. However, as Alabama was first on 
the list, it would make no difference in 
this case, 

Goy. Patton then read his resolution, 
which provides for the appointment of a 
select committee of three to memorialize 
Congress to take off from those States 
not then represented the direct 
tax on land levied in 1862, and _ to 
empower this.committee so that in case 
Congress should meet before another 
meeting of the Convention, they could so 
act in the matter as to induce Congress to 
take steps to relieve those States of the 
burthen iging oyerthem. The Gover- 
nor said that the gentlemen doubtless 
knew that in 1862, many of the States 
having then no representation in Con- 
gress, that body levied a direct tax upon 
their lands amounting to $20,000,000, as a 
war tax. 

In apportioning this tax some of the 
States—indeed most of the States repre- 
sented here—were not represented, nor 
could that tax then be collected. The ap- 
pointment of this committee is simply for 
the purpose of getting this tax, or that 
portion of it now due, released from their 
apportionment..of it, and which now 
stands against them in the United States 
Assessor’s office. In some of the Sta‘es 
the tax was partially collected greatly to 
their detriment. [nothers the whole debt 
remains to be De In the State I repre- 
sent, not one dollar of it has been collect- 
ed. A committee, of which T who address 
you was the Chairman, ws apecied by 
the Strate to wait upon the § 
the Treasury in 1866, to obtain an exten- 
sion of the time in which it was to be paid, 
and our request was granted. The feeling 
prof Congress generally, I am satisfied, is 

against its ultimate collection, as we were 
not represented at the time. The time 
that I obtained, however, is now expired, 
and it will soon be the duty of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to proceed to the col- 
lection of the debt. The late Secretary, 
Mr. MeCullough, told me that he would 
never collect it if he could ayoid doing sv. 
Now the object of my speaking to you on 
the subject is to have a select committee 
appointed to try and renew the time or 
have the debt canceled. You may not be 
aware that at any day the Government 
can send out an assessor and collect this 
enormous sum, The amount due by Ala- 
bama alone is $529,000. Other States, 
nany of them to their great detriment 
and injury, paid portions of the debt, and 
now I wish this Convention to memorial- 
ize the Government. get the 
balance due canceled. The question 
is, willthis Convention do this through 
aspecial or select committee, or the regu- 
lar Committee on Business? I know, 
continued the speaker, that this Conven- 
tion has business enough before it to keep 
it busy three weeks instead of three days, 
if it were all brought before the body of 
the Convention, So much matter will be 
brought before this regular Committee 
on Business that I move a special ecom- 
mittee of three be appointed 

A voice suggested five instead of three, 

Gov. Patton—I accept the amendment— 
a special committee of five to memorialize 
Congress on this all-important subject. 

The rules were, on motion, suspended, 
and the motion carried. 

The Chair thenstated that motions being 
in order, the rules required a call of the 
States. It had better be done in this in- 
stance, to save time and to obviate diffi- 
cultys

Resolved, That the railways of the 
Southern States, with their millions of 
eapital, be respectfully but earnestly re- 
quested to meet in Convention, for the 
purpose of establishing a Southern Rail- 
way Immigration rganization, with 
a view of supplying the increasing de- 
mand for labor promotion and_ the 
varied interests of the country, and 
thereby increasing their own receipts. 

After reading tho resolution Col, Hul- 
bert said that in his opinion no resolution 
of greater importance to the South had 
been introduced in this Convention. 
What, inquired he, has brought over one 
thousand delegates together here? It is 
the free transportation. I very much 
doubt had we have been requir to pay 
our own expenses hither, if one-fourth of 
those who are now here would have at- 
tended. [Applause.] What is it, I ask 
you, gentlemen, that throws a damper 
over the immigrant - when he lands 
in New York and _ wishes to seek 
the far West or South? What but 
the agents of the Western and Southwest- 
érn lines of Railroads, who thrust into 
their faces their tickets with schedules of 
rates of transportation? The immigrant 
fresh from Europe, and with limited 
mieans, is a at the cost of the fare 
to the far off lands of whose rich soil he 
has heard so much. So instead of coming 
to our midst-he goes to the North and 
Northwest. Besides the high rates of 
travel, the arrangements about age 
are bad and charges excessive. <A friend 
came around the Southern route with 
him some time ago, and before he got half 
way he was complaining of the amount he 
was compelled to pay for a small camp 
mattrass that he had‘along with him. Now 
if railroad men will meet and make some 
arrangement to lower the cost of trans- 
portation of immigrants, they may iim- 
mortalize themselves and fillour Southern 
States with population. Statistics show 
that every single able bodied immigrant 
that comes to this country is worth 3500 
in gold. This being true, with a proper 
system of railroad transportation, we may 
yearly add to the wealth of our section of 
the country millions on miltions of dol- 
lars, besides increasing the 
Again, every producer that is added to the 
population adds to the amount of freight 
that railroads will haye to transport, and 
consequently to their earnings, The 
speaker closed by asking the house to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the resolution, 
which was done, unanimously. 

Gen. Duff Green said he had a resolu- 
tion or communication on the financial 
condition of the country—a si which 
he had elaborated very carefully, and to 
which he had given a great deal of time 
and study. He was confident that he 
could submit a plan to the Convention 
and convinee them that its adoption 
would enable the United States to pay 
the national debt, make the United States 
eurrenecy worth more than gold, do away 
with internal revenue, taxation, etc., ete, 
The communication was referred to the 
(‘ommittee on Finance. 

Kennedy, of Tennessee, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, notified Gen, 
Gireen that the Finance Comnmittee would 
meet at twelve o'clock, and invited him 
to be present. 

A gentleman from Georgia moved that 
the Committee on Finance be instructed 
to invite Gen. Green to expound his 
views to them. 

Another gentleman said such a thing 
never was heard of in parliamentary as- 
semblages, and moved to table the mo- 
tion, 

Mr. Kennedy said that neither motion 
was necessary, and hoped they would be 
Withdrawn, as, in the nameof the Com- 
mitteeoh| Finance, he most cordially in- 
vited Gen. Greento meet them. The res- 
olutions were accordingly withdrawn, 
applause, 

Louisiana—A gentleman introduced a 
resolution in relation to the great South- 
ern route.

The motion 
was made because yesterday the commit- 
tees wished to get documents presented 
to the Convention and referred to commnit- 
tees, and they could not do so because the 
matter was inthe hands of the reporters.

Mr. Mellett, President of the Port Royal 
Railroad Company, obtained the floor and 
said he had in his hand a series of resolu-

troducing his document. He said the 
Convention had assembled to discuss va- 
rious plans for draining the valley of the 
Mississippi, and reclaiming millions of 
acres of the richest lands on the face of the 
globe, from annual overflow. But after all 
this was done, and the lands reclaimed, of 
what use would they be withou labor? And 
where were we to look for labor but from 
Kurope? Wewmustimportit. Importing 
lahor means establishing a Southern port 
and lines of steamers to KFurope. The 
talk about not being abletosupport a line 
of steamers Sonth is all nonsense, I.ast 
vear seven-tenths of all the exports of the 
United States was from the South. 

The speaker was proceeding with much 
vehemence and force to continue his re- 
marks, when Mr. MeMullen, of Virginia, 
arose to a point of order, The gentle- 
man, said he, should send up his resotu- 
tion and let it be read. 

To this Mr. Mellett retorted that he had 
not, nor had the whole South Carolina 
delegation occapied as much of the Con- 
vention’s time as the gentleman from

/Mr. MeMullen insisted on the point of 
order, but it was not sustained. 

Mr. Mellett then proceeded with his ar- 
gument when, as he stated, there was not 
a harbor South of Hatteras that could 
compare with. Port Royal, he was again 
interrupted by a gentleman from Norfolk 
who. corrected the statement and said 
Norfolk harbor hada depth of twenty- 
eight feet at low tide.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD, 


reports as follows: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Con- 
vention: Your committee, to whom was 
referred matters relating to Pacific rail- 
roads, respectfully report the following 
resolutions for your consideration: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
Convention the interests of the whole 
country, and especially those of the 
Southern States, could be served by a 
main trunk railroad line from San Diego, 
Cal,, through the junction of the river 
Colorado and Gila, and along the valley 
of the Gila south of that river to El Paso 
on the Rio Grande, and thence to a con- 
venient central point near the 32° paral- 
lel of latitude east of the Brazos river in 
the State of Texas, from which main trunk 
feeder roads should lead from St. Louis, 
Cairo, Memphis, Vicksburg and New Or- 
leans, and other points; all of which 
feeder roads having equal rights of con- 
nection with said main trunk; while sim- 
ilar feeder roads from San Francisco and 
other points on the Pacific coast should 
have similar equal rights of connection, 

Resolved, That the President of the 
‘Convention be requested to forward a 
copy of this resolution to the President of 
the United States, the Vice-President and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
and request them to present the same to 
the respective Houses of Congress, 

Your committee have not deemed it nec- 
essary to consider any new railway con- 
nections east of the Mississippi river, be- 
lieving that local interests will secure all 
proper connections with the various feeder 
routes designated in the foregoing resolu- 
tion. But the great subject of securing 
steam transportation between the lower 
waters of the Mississippi river and the Pa- 
cific ocean has received their earnest 
thoughts aud efforts; and although our 
recommendation may be considered as 
containing but few wordsfor so vasta 
subject, its brevity has only been seéured 
by carefully excluding all damaging or 
uscless verbiage. But even in its econcise- 
Ness the resolution contains Suggestions 
andanaterials furnished from every State 
represented in our committee; and indi- 
vidual interests haye been so well pro- 
vided for in the general efforts to promote 
the general good, that we do not think 
the proposition of the committee can 
meet with any serious opposition from 
the Convention or the nation. So great 
wastthe unanimity reached by the com- 
inittee, that they feit that their proposi- 
tion would meet with your unanimous 
endorsement, And they decided it wrong 
to occupy your time witha lengthy report 
in support of the proposition they sub- 
mit; yet, a proper respect for yourselves 
and the thousands of thinking men who 
shall read the proceedings of this Conven- 
tion, have prompted them in a few words 
to state a few of the advantages of this 
road, 

First —It is the shortest line conneciing 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Valley of the 
Mississippi with the coast of the Pacific 
ocean, 

Second —lIt is the line of ail those now 
unoceupied, of tnost easy grades and 
cheapest construction per mile. 

Third—It passes through less inhospi- 
table and barren country, and over more 
of fertile and: hospitable lands than any 
other unoccupied route proposed. 

Fourth—The line is touched by water 
transportations at three points, affordin 
greatest facilities for construction, anc 
consequently hastening and cheapening 
such construction, 

Fifth—This line will open to the world 
the great mineral, resources Of Arizona 
and Sonora and render more valuable the 

reat stock raising districts of Texas, New 

exico and Northern Mexico, and will 
thus enjoy unrivaled traffic. 

Sixth—It will inevitably attraet numer- 
ous feeders from the neighboring Repub- 
lic of Mexico, and thus not only stumnu- 
late enterprise there but secure to our 
shipping ports the greater portion of the 
bullion which now seeks Kurope by haz- 
ardous conductors and smuggling vessels. 

Seventh—It will open a new cotton 
growing area in Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona, in lands of the cotton-growing 
belt, that were useless for lack of facilities 
for transportation, 

FKighth—It is well known that some 
roads which would be among the feeder 
roads referred to in the resolution have 
not only been projected, but are already 
in active course of construction, without 
waiting for Government subsidy or en- 
couragement, 

Ninth—Last, though not least, the con- 
struction of this route, more than any 
other, will do more than all else beside to 
encourage and build up what we feel to be 
the great necessity of the hour—immigra- 
tion and direct trade with Europe.

Col. R, D. Lindsay, of Alabama, a mem- 
ber of the committee, beggéd leave to pre- 
sent the minority report. He sent it for- 
ward to the Secretary and jt was read, It 
differed from the majority report only in 
having the words ‘‘and similar efforts 
now beingSmade in Charleston, Savannah, 
Mobile, New Orleans and Galveston,” in- 
serted after ** Norfolk,” in the third para- 


graph. 
Col. Lindsay, in a powerful 
speech of some ten minutes, 


attacked the narrow-minded poliey of the 
majority report. While willing, he said, 
to aecede to Norfolk all that she claims as 
agreat seaport—one of the tinest in the 
world—he was unwilling that jt should go 
forth as the sense of this Convention, that 
it ia the only harborin our Southern coun- 
try. He knew to the contrary, Charles- 
ton, Mobile, New Orleans, all were pos- 
sesseyl of enterprise and business talent, 
and all had their advantages of» position, 
of which he simply proposed a courteous 
acknowledgement. 

Col. Lamb, of Norfolk, arose to reply to 
Col, Lindsay. In reply to numerous ealls, 
he proce to the stand and ascended if, 
uinid loud and continued applause. 

Col. Lamb is quite a young man, 
and is still suffering from wounds 
received in the late war, His voice, though 
clear, is not strong, but could be heard 
quite well all over the house, 

As soon as the applause ceased he ad- 
dressed the Chair, and said that he was 
constrained to say a few words in defense 
of the reper of the majority. ‘This Con- 
vention, he continued, was not a Southern 
Coinmercial Conyention, but a Corminer- 
cial Convention assembled to take into 
consideration the best interests of a whole 

le, but more especially the inter- 
ests of that portion of the®country in 


which the Conyention was held. 
We know that this great cit¥ wants 
a great ocean highway, and _ that 


was what the Convention was assem- 
bled to discuss and arrange for her. 
He had no jealousy toward any Southern 
city, but we cannot build up all of the 
seaports of the South, and we presented 
a port that we thought would suit. Old 
Virginia, who created and gave to the 
Union so many States, wishes now to give 
you who are her children an ocean high- 
way. [Applause.] He did not wish the 
Convention to say that Norfolk was the 
greatest harbor-inw#he werld, but he did 
want this Convention to indorse the acts 
of the one inaugurated at Bristol and or- 
anized at Norfolk. If the report men- 
ioned Mobile, Savannah, Charleston, etc., 
it must also mention every other harbor 
on the Atlantic coast. Every man who 
lives onthe sea coast naturally thinks 
nie harbor destined to be @ great seaport 
own. 

The speaker then went on to dilate on. 
the claims of Norfolk—told of her depth 
of water, which will float..the greatest 
‘‘amiral,’’ of the yast expanse of water 
in which the nayies of the world can ride 
at safe anchorage; of the thirty miles of 
wharfs that could be erected along her 
shores; of the entrance, eight miles wjde, 
while that to New York is but nine hun- 
dred feet, It was free from ice in winter 
and from pestilenee in summer. He also | 
alluded to the facilities for coal and naval 
stores; to the fact that while ports further 
South had but one staple the year round— 
cotton—Norfolk had wheat, tobacco, ete. 


In conclusion the speaker complimented 


“ . 


the President upon the beautiful address 
that he made when he first took the chair, 
but he said he was afraid that it was too 
sad. He knew that we of the South had 
much to make us sad,- but we must cease

If time was frittered away in senseless dis- 
sensions, New York would swallow the 
trade as she had swallowed that of Boston, 
| Philadelphia and Baltimore. He replied 

that it was better tothrow out the ques- 
tion than to lose time in discussion that 
could lead to nothing but cenfusion, 
Work was what was wanted, and most of 
all, money.
